The annual health fair will be

| p.m., in the Atrium. Clarke College 
students, faculty and staff are invited to 
attend. 

The people in charge of setting up the 
health fair are Jeannie Beckman, the 
health service director/nurse at Clarke, 
and Nancy Schoofs, a nursing instructor. 
The purpose of the health fair is to help 
promote good health and to help educate 
students, faculty and staff about the 
resources and material available to help 
achieve good health. 

One of the booths at the health fair 
will involve issues on drinking and dri- 
ving, frostbite, heat exhaustion, and 
STD's. . 

Another booth will cover nutrition. At 
this booth there will be free samples of 
yogurt and milk from Swiss Valley, along 
with samples of low-fat diet foods and 
healthy snacks. There will be posters and 
handouts on food content and nutritional 
value in foods. 

Participants can pick up free samples 
for skin care from Design Works at 
another booth, along with tanning booth 
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information and a poster on dry skin. 

The United Clinical Lab Booth will 
include cholesterol screening, blood pres- 
sure checks, and information on normal 
and abnormal cholesterol.

" students going abroad to study a for- 
sjon language has become increasingly 
vopul not only at Clarke, but also 
enti the United States. 
; It's a program that allows students to 
vel first-hand experience with the lan- 
ouage that they are studying. It gives stu- 
dents adefinite advantage as they prepare 
to face the job market, said Dennis 
Conrad, a professor of French at Clarke. 
It also gives students international expe- 
rience. which is a big reason why stu- 
dents venture to other countries to study, 
The Institute of International 
Education, a New York -based organiza- 
tion recently said that more than 84,000 
American students studied abroad last 
ear. 
The French department at Clarke took 
several students abroad last year. 
Michelle Thompson said that it was a dif- 
ferent experience. She said that she 
learned more in the three weeks that she 
was in France than she would have 
learned in a whole semester. "France 
rocks and so does my professor and 
going to France is definitely the greatest 
experience that I have had since I came to 
Clarke," Thompson said.

and France is one of mine," said Conrad. 

"I found it hard leaving France after 
my stay in Amboise, knowing I wouldn't 
be seeing my French friends and family 
fora long time," says Julie Reuter, who 
also went abroad last summer.
